Early Diagnosis of Can- 
cer Is Important for Suc- 
cessful Treatment of the 
Disease a 


HE fact that cancer promotes 

a Jively fear in the human 
niind is shown by the many in- 
quirics about the sort of symp- 
tcms that may indicate it. What 
are they? 
How can it 
be prevented, 
and what is 
the treat- 
ment? 

I hesitate 
to try giving 
the symptoms 
of cancer, be- 
cause in so 
doing I must 
faigeh ten 
a vast num- 
ber of pecple 
who. sheuld 
not be fright- 
ened, and I 
shall not be able to give them any 
dacfinite assurance that the diag- 
noais is correct or misleading 

We can see it is a serious sub- 
ject to begin with. Yet, the only 
time to successfully treat cancer 
is in the early stages, and its 


early recognition is imperative. 
My first advice is that when 


something abcut your body at- 
tracts your attention end is not 
easily explained, see your doctor 
and put the burden of diagnosis 
on him 

We do not know what causes 
cancer. why it comes, or why 
some develop it and others do 
not, It is the prevailing belicf 
that cancer comes from some sort 
of injury. There are some in- 
stances where this belief seems 
to be justified. We occasionally 
cume upon cancerous outbreaks 
about the mouth and we try to 
trace the origin to excessive 
smoking or to a snag of a tooth 
which rasns the tongue.

Cancer occurs at different times 
jn virtually every organ in the 
body, and as a result the symp- 
toms are different for the various 
organs. The liver, stomach, and 
intestines are among the most 
common of internal organs to be 
altacked. 

Skin cancers must be consid- 
ered by themselves, as they differ 
tn character and action from the 
internal form of the disease. Can- 
cer of the breast is one of the 
common forms, the easiest to 
recognize and frequently to cure 
when operate ! early. 

Contrary to general belief, pain 
is not. a prominent symptom in 
be@inning of cancer of any organ. 
Pain is a comparatively late 
symptom, I/’y only advice in 
hreast cancer is, if any swelling, 
discoloration, unusual discharge 
or lump appears on the breast, 
particularly if some _ enlarged 
glands appear under the arm, 
seé your physician at once. If 
there is eve: only a slight suspi- 
cion of it being cancerous have 
it removed at once, or X-ray or 
radium used as your doctor ad- 
vises,

TRY EXERCISES

NE of the unpleasant facts 

that women must realize as 
they grow older is that no matter 
how young they may be in spirit 
and interests, their faces and 
bodies will not remain youthful 
without outside aid. 

Women past thirty-five must 
begin to exercise to keep their 
waistlines firm and slender. and 
the shoulder and neck mus- 
cles elastic and shapely. Shoul- 
ders begin to take on = squar- 
ish, tense lines and the neck ap- 
pears strained if you do not take 
simple cxercises to release nerves 
and discourage pads of unwanted 
faty 

If vou do not have to combat 
overweight or underweight. it is 
not difficult to keep your body 
lithe and young. Many of your 
exercises can, as a matter of fact, 
be taken in bed. Try this one: 

You will need a heavy book or 
other object 
weighing 
about ten 
pounds. Lie 
flat on your 
back with 
your. knees 
drawn up 
and your feet 
flat on the 
bed. Place 
the weight 
on your ab- 
domen and 
hold it there 
lightly. Now 
expand the 
abdomen to 
raise the weight, using only the 
aodominal muscles to lift the ob- 
ject. Lower and raise, repeating 
ten times. 

Now clasp your hands behind 
your head, raising the head and 
shoulders frem your pillow, at 
the same time raising the right 
knee up and back until it touches 


the chest. Lay back and raise 
the head and left knee, repeating 
ten times with both legs, then 
bring the knees up together ten 
times. This exercise is good for 
legs and abdomen and for the 
pads of flesh that accumulate 
around the showders and back 
of the neck. 

Finally sit up in bed and go 
through a set of neck exercises 
that will improve your posture 
and discourage double or sagging. 
chins. Drop the head forward as 
far as you can, then turn it far 
to the left. back, right and for- 
ward, circling it around and 
around until you feel a little 
dizzy. Next fix your eyes on some 
object in the room, and drop 
your head down to the left and 
up and back to the right. Repeut. 
moving the head down to the 
right and up and back to the 
left. This is good for the eyes and 
for the sagging chin. 

Watch out constantly for the 
crepy throat or sagging throat 
line that is so destructive to a 
youthful appearance. 

The woman past thirty-five 
will find that a little extra at- 
tention given to her fee’, — foot 
exercises, occasionally a cream- 
ing and massage, and a daily 
foot bath—will do much to relax 
her and to give her a youthful 
earriage and a fresh. wrinkle- 
free face.

Here is a recipe for making 
vanilla ice cream in the refriger- 
ator: Scald two cups milk in 
double boiler. Mix three-fourths 
cup sugar, one tablespoon flour, 
and one-quarter teaspoon salt. 
Add to milk and cook for fifteen 
minutes. Pour this hot mixture 
over two beater egg yolks. Now 
return to double boiler and cook 
two minutes, stirring constantly, 
Add one teaspoon gelatin which 
has been dissolved in cold water, 
and mix thoroughly: Chill. Now 
add one teaspoon vanilla and 
fold in one cup stiffly beaten 
whipped cream and the egg 


whites, also stiffly beaten. It 
should take from two to three 
hours to freeze, J 
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
